High school 
shortage may 
need tax hike fix

Group says it’s 
necessary; board 
floats other ideas

An Albert* .group is railin g for higher taxes 
to solve a looming high school shortage 
in Edmonton. 

“If we don’t fix the tax revenue situa¬ 
tion in the next two to three years, we're 
going to have to start considering some 
pretty 1 radio] changes to how we provide 
public services, and they won't be things 
that people like,* said Public Interest 
Alberta executive director Joel French. 

French said if Albertans want to keep 
up with high school construction, our 
government will have to look at a stiles 
tax or higher income taxes to finance 
more schools. 

The Edmonton Public School District 
projects in its 2018-21 capital plan that 
the number of students will likely exceed 


available school space by the 2021-22 
school year, and the district will peak at 
30,000 students around 2025. 

That will require 8.000 more spaces, 
with the biggest crunch on the far south 
side. 

Hie school board's top priority is a 
Heritage Volley school that would hold 
2,400 students and cost dose to S90 mil¬ 
lion. 

But Edmonton Public will need at least 
five new high schools to meet its projected 
needs, and none of them have been ap¬ 
proved for funding yet. 

Board chair Michelle Draper said several 
ideas are being floated to deal with the 
lack of space — including having some 
students take classes in evenings, offering 
more courses online and throughout Lhe 
summer, and having more students travel 
from school to school for different classes. 

Draper said students will not be forced 
into any of those options, however. 

“It’s our top priority to get new schools 
built, absolutely. Are there other ways? 
That's what weTe exploring,* she said. 

Education Minister David Eggen said 
the province is committed to building as 
many schools as needed.

Bdmonton’s historic ghost signs 
are getting new life online. 

Luba Romanko is the Edmon¬ 
tonian behind a new online ar¬ 
chive called Hunting for Ghost 
Signs, which shows off some of 
the best-known local examples 
of the hand-painted messages 
that once advertised stores and 
sendees in the city,

Once the primary mode of 
advertising, all of the signs were 
printed by hand in 
the early- to mid- 
1900s by paint¬ 
ers known as 
wall dogs. Tucked 
away down alley- 
ways and on the 
sides of old build¬ 
ings, they promote 
everything from 
cigars and coffee to hotels iind 
sportswear. 

But after decades of exposure 
to the sun. snow and rain most 
of the remaining examples are 
hiding hist, hence the nickname

ging up whatever information 
she could at local archives, and 
the buildings they're printed on. 

One of the 
signs features 
is on the Union 
Bank Building 
along Jasper Av¬ 
enue between 100 
and 101 Street, 
and advertises 
the James Rich¬ 
ardson and Sons 
Company, that shipped Canadian 
grain overseas starting in 1SS3. 

Romanko starting sharing 
what she’d discovered with 
friends on Face book, but soon 
realized there was wider interest 


Romanko started tracking in the project. Since she started 


the website more than 2,000 have 
visited. 

David Johnston, the city's prin¬ 
cipal heritage planner, said the 
city wants to create its own in¬ 
ventory of the ghost signs. 

“It's something we want tn 
undertake. WeVe never done one 
before," he said, adding that the 
city tracks historic buildings, but 
not the signs on them. 

Still, just listing doe signs isn't 
the same as protecting them — 
historic designation is a whole 
different process —so that's still 
something the city would have 
to think about, he added. 

In the meantime, Romanko 
plans to keep building her web¬ 
site because, “it's not just build¬ 
ings,” she said.

Wildrose Lender Brian jean 
and Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Jason Kenney an¬ 
no u need Thursday they've 
struck a tentative deal to 
merge. 

The deal still has to be ap¬ 
proved by 75 per tent of Wil- 
drose members and just over 
50 per cent of PC members. If 
it goes ahead, the new party 
will set up a leadership com¬ 


mittee with an eye to electing 
a new leader by Oct, 2S 

"The members will always 
be in the driver's seat," Jean 
told reporters Thursday. “They 
are the guiding compass of 
our party." 

The agreement ss more than 
just about "uniting the right," 
Kenney added. 

"It's about re-creating a 
broad, tolerant, free-enterprise 
coalition," he said. ""This is a 
great day, a historic day in Al¬ 
berta." 

The unification also sets a 
path "to gain control of our 
province now and for future 
generations," Jean added. 

Kenney also took aim at the 
Alberta NDP, as unity "ensures 
defeat for the disastrous" gov¬ 
ernment. 

"Help is on the way and hope 
is on the horizon,“ Kenney said. 
“I'm advocating a yes vote but l 
welcome serious debate." 


In response. Premier Rachel 
Not ley said her party is fo¬ 
cused on steering the province 
through the current downturn 
rather than making huge cuts 


to government programs, in¬ 
cluding health care and edu¬ 
cation. “to fund tax breaks for 
the top one percent/' 

“That is not a path to re¬ 


covery/' she said. “I'm happy 
to have that debate with one 
right-wing party or 10 right- 
wing parties. It doesn’t really 
matter. I'm confident that our 


choice to stand with Albertans 
is the right one.” 

If an agreement is passed, a 
joint party convention would 
be required as well as a leader¬ 
ship race. 

The referendum for member 
support will be held in late July, 
and both leaders have said they 
plan to run as leader for the 
united party. 

IF members vote against a 
merger, both parties will work 
out a “non-competition agree¬ 
ment, H Kenney said. Details 
on what that would look like 
haven't been released. 

T he name United Conserv¬ 
ative Party will also likely 
change, Jean added, noting 
the current name was con¬ 
sidered practical by the Chief 
Electoral Officer. 

Both leaders said they would 
scrap the carbon tax and re¬ 
duce taxes if elected premier.

Appeal Court strikes down 
part of impaired driving law 


Alberta's highest court has 
struck down part of the prov¬ 
ince's impaired driving legis¬ 
lation. 

The law' allows authorities 
to take away the licence of a 
suspected drunk driver until 
the case is resolved in court. 

The Court of Appeal says 
taking away the licences of 


drivers w r ho haven’t been 
found guilty violates their 
charter lights. 

Lawyer Nate Whit ling had 
argued that a driver await¬ 
ing trial has to do without a 
licence for well past three or 
six months because of a back¬ 
log in the courts. 

He said that means some 


plead guilty just to get things 
over with. 

T he ruling puts everything 
on hold for a year, so noEhing 
will change for now. 

It's expected the province 
will either appeal the ailing to 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
or rewrite the law.

Don Voaklander 
says riders still 
in danger with 
legislation

A new helmet law won't be 
enough to keep all-terrain 
vehicle riders safe an May 
Inrtg weekend, according to 
the director of the University 
of Alberta’s Injury Prevention 
Centre. 

Don Voaklander says 16 Al¬ 
bertans die in ATV accidents 
every year. 

Helmet laws tend to cut 
fatalities in half, he said, but 
because of several exemp¬ 
tions in Alberta's legislation 
— which came into effect Mon¬ 
day — he only expects “two 
or three lives'" will be saved. 

His biggest concern is the 
exemption for side-by-side AlVs 
with rollover protection and 
seatbelts, particularly because 
children sometimes ride in 
them despite the belts being 
made for adults. 

“We've already seen a few 
fatalities where children have 
slipped out of the seatbelt, out¬ 
side of the vehicle, and have 
been crushed," Voaklander 
said. 

"So we're quite disappointed 
that they’ve been excluded 
from the helmet legislation." 

Voaklander said people 


should never bring passengers 
on ATVs built for one person. 

Bill 36. which was intro¬ 
duced last December, means 
anyone driving, riding in. or 
being towed by an off-highway 
vehicle (including dirt bikes, 
motorcycles, mini bikes, ATVs 
and snowmobiles) can now 
face a SI.55 fine for not wear¬ 
ing a helmet. 

Exemptions are made for 
anyone who is on their own 
property, performing farm or 
ranch work, on a First Nations 
reserve or Metis settlement, or 
a Sikh wearing a turban. 

May long weekend often sees 
quad-related fatalities, being 
the first time many riders take 
the vehicles out for the year. 


Voaklander also said booze 
is a factor in more than half 
of ATV deaths. 

"It’s a big problem. If I was 
going to recommend some¬ 
thing that people could do to 
be safe on quads it would be to 
leave the liquor in the liquor 
cabinet,” he said. 

“The big risk group is males 
between 20 and 35, to be hon¬ 
est, They're all drank and do¬ 
ing stupid stuff.” 

Calgary AW Riders President 
Ken Spring said his group al¬ 
ready mandates helmets and 
the legislation is “definitely 
positive. 4 * 

“One thing that we do need 
more from our government 
is enforcement,” Spring said.

Frostbitten asylum seeker who 
lost lingers given refugee status 


Five months after nearly freez¬ 
ing to death on a treacherous 
walk across the Canada-U.S. 
border, and still learning to get 
along without the 10 fingers 
and thumbs he lost to frostbite, 
Seidu Mohammed is happy. 

He gets to stay in Canada. 

The Immigration and Refu¬ 
gee Board has granted Moham¬ 
med refugee status on the basis 


that the 24-year-old bisexual 
professional soccer player from 
Ghana would face persecution 
if returned to his home country. 

“1 feel so happy. 1 feel now 
that this country is my home 
now," he said Thursday, sit¬ 
ting at the kitchen table in 
his home. 

With a bit of effort, he 
opened a binder and produced 


the written decision from the 
Immigration and Refugee 
Boa rd. 

“1 want to do anything pos¬ 
sible to contribute to this coun¬ 
try because this country has 
done a lot to me that I didn’t 
expect. Ever since 1 came here. 
I’ve seen a lot of good people 
who give me courage and also

Canada says it's ready to talk 
now that U.S. President Donald 
Trump has formally launched the 
process to renegotiate the North 
American free Trade Agreement. 

foreign Affairs Minister Chrys- 
tia Freeland said Thursday that 
Ottawa has already decided that 
updating the environment and 
labour sections of the nude pact 
will be two areas of focus going 
into the negotiations. 

"l r m not going to lay all my 
cards on the table now. 1 don’t 
think Canadians would like us 
to do that," Freeland said. 

She noted that in letters to 
Congress to trigger the process 
for renegotiation. U.S. Trade Rep¬ 
resentative Robert Lighthizer 
also flagged those two areas, 
among others. 

Lighthizers notice to Congress 
'Ihursday set the clock ticking on 
the start of negotiations, saying 
they would begin as soon as pos¬ 
sible but no Liter than 90 days. 
In the letter, Lighthizer —

who gave Canada advance no¬ 
tice of the move, according to 
Freeland — said that elements 
of the 25-year-old deal are "out¬ 
dated" and "do not reflect mod¬ 
em standards." 

lighthizer s letter set out some 
elements of the trade deal that 
the U.S. would like to see mod¬ 
ernized, including intellectual 
property rights and regulatory 
practices. 

Freeland said that Ottawa has 
a similar view and she tried to 
paint the renegotiation of the 


sweeping trade agreement as 
“routine." 

The foreign affairs minister 
said the formal triggering of 
NAFTA talks has "long been an¬ 
ticipated" and said the federal 
government has already started 
to consult with Canadian stake¬ 
holders about Ottawa's priorities 
going into the talks. 

Freeland declined to speculate 
about Washington's ambition to 
complete negotiations by the 
end of the year, saying any talk 
of timelines was "premature." 

“What I will say ls we are ready 
to mil up our sleeves—we have 
been from day one — and we 
will work hard and seriously 
on updating this essential agree¬ 
ment. At the end of the day, our 
objective is going to be to negoti¬ 
ate a great deal for Canadians, 
and I'm very confident we can 
do that," she said. 

Lighthizer said that the United 
States seeks to support higher¬ 
paying jobs in the United States 
and to grow the U.S. economy 
by improving U.S. opportunities 
under NAFTA,

chronic disease that has a way of 
throwing new problems at you, 

"A few of the medications have 
worked amazingly but most of 
them were unsuccessful, My 
disease state constantly evolves, 
and as it changes, so do my 
medical needs," says Zelinsky, 

Crohn's disease and ulcerative 
colitis, the two main forms of 


inflammatory bowel disease, 
cause the body to attack itself, 
leading to inflammation of the 
gastrointestinal tract. Because of 
that inflammation, people with 13D 
are left to face abdominal pain, 
cramps, bloating, fatigue, frequent 
and urgent bowel movements, 
internal bleeding, and unintended 
weight loss, 

"In spite o : the symptoms, people 
with IBD often look 'normal' on 
the outside," says Mina Mawani, 
President and CEO of Crohn's 
and Colitis Canada. "Canada 
in particular has some of the 
highest rates of inflammatory 
bowel disease in the world, and 
approximately 250,000 people

across the country are living with 
Crohn's or colitis. You may know 
someone with the disease and not 
even know it.' 1 * 

There i$ no cure for Crohn's or 
colitis, but treatments can put the 
d i se ase i n to re m iss i o n, a n d pa tients 
can experience a reduction in 
their symptoms, 

"Being in remission means we can 
live active, productive lives, and we 
can stay out of emergency rooms 
and avoid further surgeries," says 
Zelinsky, who now works as a 
patient engagement researcher, 
and who advocates for patient- 
centred care. 


"Every ease of IBD is unique, and 
each patient responds differently 
to different courses of treatment. 
To achieve remission, a patient 
may have to try m ultiple treatments 
before finding one that works 
for him or her. Each unsuccessful 
attempt means there's one less 
option available from an already 
limited number of treatments, 
and a treatment that works well 
for someone today could stop 
working tomorrow," says Mawani, 

Having more and new options 
to choose from is integral to 
maintaining hope for continued 
remission. This is vital for people 
living with chronic diseases such as 
Crohn's and colitis.

There's a hot trend in pop

"Kids are dealing with these 
things — whether or not we

“I definitely feel a respon¬ 
sibility to be a part of that 
conversation but we can’t 
pretend these things aren't 
happening.” 

Yoon’s bestseller Every¬ 
thing, Everything is just the 
latest sobering story to see 
life on the big screen. 

A rale about a teen with 
an extremely rare disease, 
Everything, Everything quar¬ 
antines its protagonist inside 
her hermetically sealed home 
for her own safety. But when 
the handsome boy next door 
suddenly shows up, Maddy 
begins to risk her own health 
to join her would-be suitor. 

“It's just very unique in the 
way its told," said director 
Stella Meghie of the inspir¬ 
ing novel. 

“There's drawings and text 
messages, lists and recipes 
and it just has a certain whim¬ 
sy and quirkiness to it but 
the romance is classic — it’s 
Romeo and Juliet.” 

Not unlike the Shakespeare 
mainstay, Everything, Every¬ 
thing doesn't shy away from 


dark themes. Eut the rising 
trend of introducing such sub¬ 
jects as disease and death into 
young adult fiction has caused 
concern with some parents as 
well. 

Nicknamed “sick-lit" by 
detractors, many say such 
content only romanticizes 
dark deeds and may provoke 
depression or other harmful 
acts among teens. 

“Books don't create behav¬ 
iours," defended If 1 Stay au¬ 
thor Gayle Forman in Time 
Magazine. “What books can 
do. however, is reflect an ex¬ 
perience and show a way out 
of difficult, isolating times” — 
a sentiment Yoon and Meghie 
certainly agree with. 

“Kids are at such a pivot¬ 
al stage of their life. I mean 
they're trying to figure out 
who they are, who they’re 
going to be and they're tty¬ 
ing to figure out how to be 
a good citizen of the world, 
asking themselves these big 
questions about the mean¬ 
ing of life," said Yoon. “These 
are great questions — adults 
should be asking them too.”

his neck. An autopsy is being 
conducted Thursday and some 
information from it is expected 
to be released later in the day.

Cornell said of songwriting in a 
2015 interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Cornell who grew up in Se¬ 
attle. said he was kicked out of 
school at age 3 5 Eind started using 
drugs at 13. 

“1 went from being a daily 
drug user at 13 to having bad 
drug experiences and quitting 
drugs by the time i was 14 and 
then not having any friends until 
the time l was 16," he told Roll¬ 
ing Stone in 1994. 

But at 16 he became serious 
about music, teaming to play the 
drums while also working as a 
busboy and dishwasher, "That 
was the toughest time in my 
life T he told Rolling Stone. 

He eventually became a Gram¬ 
my winner with Soundgarden. 
Formed in 1984 iuid emeiging 
from SeEittle 's blossoming music 
scene—which included Nirvana, 
Pearl Jam and Alice in Chains. 

The band made a mainstream 
breakthrough with Super- 
unknown. its 1994 album that 
hunched five singles, won them

two Grammys and sold more 
than five million units in the 
UiT T hey broke up in 1997. 

In 2001, Cornell joined Audio¬ 
slaw, a supergroup that included 
former' Rage Against the Machine 
members Tom Morello.

The 
band released three albums in 
six years before disbanding in 
2007. Cornell and Soundgarden 
reunited in 2010 Eind released the 
band's sixth studio album, King 
Animal in 2012.

Leviathan director's new film another bleak portrait of Russia 


After his. Oscar-nominated film 
Leviathan was deemed “anti- 
Russian'" by Russia's Minister of 
Culture, director Audrey Zvya¬ 
gintsev relumed to the Cannes 
Film Festival with an equally 
bleak critique of Russian society. 

Zvyagintsev was to premiere 
his Fourth film. Loveless, on 
Thursday in Cannes , where Levia¬ 
than won best screenplay three 
years ago. That film, which also 
won a Golden Globe, was made 
with Russian state funding and 
prompted Russia's culture minis¬ 
ter, Vladimir Med insky, to refuse 
any further state financing for 
what he called Zvyagintsev's mix 


of "hopelessness and existential 
meaninglessness." 

Loveless was instead made as 
an international co-production, 
lhe film is ostensibly about a bit¬ 
terly divorcing couple (Manana 
S-pivak and Alexey Kozin), whose 
young son (Matvey Novikov) goes 
missing, B ut Loveless is also filled 
with state news reports and other 
sometimes subtle, sometimes 
blatant references that — as in 
Leviathan — suggest that Rus¬ 
sia's politics have bankrupted 
its society. 

"The Ministry of Culture went 
to great pains in emphasize how 
nrueh they disliked Leviathan 


and their desire to avoid the rep¬ 
etition of this kind of mistake in 
the future, 1 ' said producer Alex¬ 
ander Rodnyansky. 

".'After the uproar that Levia¬ 
than caused in Russia, I nuide 
a conscious decision to do this 
without any state involvement. 
3 decided we didn't need to em¬ 
barrass them again and to do 
the film on our own." 

Grim and controlled, Loveless 
is initially focused on the rela¬ 
tionships of its central characters. 
But Zvyagintsev steadily builds 
political subtext into the tale 
that, by the end, moves to the 
film's centre.

propaganda. 

“Certainly not,“ said Zvyagint¬ 
sev. “if you saw Leviathan then 
you know r where I stand vis-a-vis 
the powers that be.

You do see these 
scenes on TV. It's Russian life, 
Russian society.

Montana’s magnificent ranges 



EXPLORE 

Find solitude 
and majesty in 
the Beartooth 
Wilderness 

Crawl Pnom your warm sleeping 
bag out the lent door. Into the 
darkness and pre-dawn w r ind 
whipping across the plateau. 
Look up at the cathedral of the 
sky. Watch the whirlpool of con¬ 
stellations spin overhead. 

It ’s hard not to feel vertigo in 
the majesty of Montana's wil¬ 
derness. Whether you seek the 
rocky heights of a 3,000-metre 
peak or an endless chain of 
lakes, the pastels of a moun¬ 
tain meadow or the catch of 
day (here iris troutj. you r ll find 
it here in one of the state's most 
magnificent ranges, the Absano- 
ka-Beartooth Wilderness. 


The best w r ay to get in there 
is the Beaten Tath, a 42-kilo- 
metne trail that climbs up and 
over the Gallatin National For¬ 
est watershed divide. The trail 
has a reputation for high fool 
and horse traffic, but in the five 


days we backpacked through Last 
summer, my hiking partner and 
I saw r just a handful of others and 
embraced the solitude. 

The trailhetid sits at the south- 
eastern edge of hast Rosebud 
Lake. Accessible by car from 


the north via a 22-kilometre 
road from Koscoe. 

However, we accessed the 
path via Ked Lodge ,. a tourist 
town east of the wilderness that 
serves as the jumping-off point 
for the Beartooth Highway, a 


breathtaking drive that climbs 
to 3,352 metres while wind¬ 
ing along the Wyoming border. 
Much of the valley and surround¬ 
ing ridgeline is a moonscape of 
charred timber and ash on the 
forest floor, the result of an in¬ 
tense 2003 fire. 

Climbing north out of the 
river valley and onto the Red 
Lodge Creek plateau, our boots 
were grey and dusty by the 
time we reach tree line. Up to 
3,000 metres then down off the 
ridge, we camped on the marshy 
shores of Grow Lake, hemmed 
in by a seam of serrated peaks 
that turned crimson at sunset. 

The following day, we climbed 
out of the valley and crossed an 
amber meadow carpet, then 
descended a dusty switchback 
to arrive at hast Rosebud Lake 
and the beginning of the noith 
end of the Beaten Rath. 

The path wound south, past 
one lake after another follow¬ 


ing Hast Rosebud Greek as it 
drains north. The fishermen we 
passed carrying trout in plastic 
bags provided reassurance that 
even novice anglers like our¬ 
selves could catch something. At 
Hlk Lake that night, we did not. 

One of the beauties of the 
Montana alpine terrain is how 
easy it is to wander One night, 
we bushwhacked off trail, up¬ 
stream to Echo Lake. Rika Peak, 
named for the small, furry ro¬ 
dents we saw occasionally dart¬ 
ing along the trail, was bathed 
in a tangerine sunset, and we 
were astounded that, literally, 
with every 1 cast of our reel, we 
pulled in brook trout well in 
excess of a foot. Ran-fried trout 
for dinner and for breakfast. 

After being baked red by the 
sun for three days, we welcomed 
the wind but not the spitting 
snow and hail. We bundled up 
for our descent.
